Venice to Oppose Elimination of Bus Route 


+The Venice city council voted 
Friday night to oppose a Bi- 
State Transit System reduction 
in the West Granite-Stockyards 
bus service. 

Citing no passengers whatso- 
ever, the system had reported 
plans to eliminate the final bus, 
which stops at Sixth street, 
and Madison avenue, Madison, 
at 6:15 p.m. and Meredocia and 
Market streets, Venice, at 6:23 
p.m 

The overall route is to -be 
continued until Nov. 27, despite 
weak patronage and the end of 
a trial period. 

Acknowledging that summer 
vacations may be a factor in 
present usage, Roy E. Krupp, 
planning director and assistant 
operating manager, said a de- 
cision on continuation of the 
route — established April 13 — 
will be made Oct. 15. 

Citing Illinois state financial 
assistance to Bi-State Transit, 
Third Ward Alderman John 
Ervin opposed any curtailment 
of service. He noted that two 
buses formerly served North 
Venice, which now lacks any 
direct’ bus connection. Those 
routes were ended due to the 
low volume of riders. 

Letter on Fire Department 


A letter to the city council 
from ME. Essenpreis, alleging 
six “shortcomings and ineffic- 
iencies” in the Venice volunteer 
fire department, was submitted 
as the meeting began. 

Mayor Lee referred it to the 
aldermanic committee which 
handles fire department mat- 
ters, commenting that “I don’t 
like last-minute handling” of 
such matters. 

The letter alleged that fire 
insurance refunds are used to 
purchase flowers and refresh- 
ments instead of equipment; 
that firemen’s quarters are 
used as “‘a tavern and groc- 
ery”; that the non-profit de- 
partment “shows a_ profit”; 
that, sales taxes are not ad- 
equately reported; that charges 
for out-of-town calls are divert- 
ed and trucks are sent to un- 
authorized areas; and that sal- 
aried fire officers do little to 
oppose basement residences 
and inadequate building exits. 

Crossing Improved 

The Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation advised the city that 
a steel plate has been corrected 
at the Market street crossing 
and that track material has 
been ordered to improve 
switches and tracks there. 


Mayor Lee reviewed efforts 
by local public officials and in- 
dustrialists last week to expe- 
dite extension of the Great Ri 
eg, Road south from Niedsing- 
haus avenue to Venice and to 
have 12th street, Madison, ex- 
tended west to the River Road 
route.

Projected Costs in 
1970-71 Year Exceed 
All Available Income 


Venice School District 3 which 
won voter approval of an addi- 
tional 40-cent tax rate to help 
solve its financial problem last 
fall now faces a budget deficit 
of ‘more than $600,000 for its 
1970-71 fiscal year, it was dis- 
closed in a special meeting of 
the Venice school board Thurs- 
day night. 

The board, sitting in special 
session to meet statutory dead- 
lines for public posting of its 
budget bill, approved a  tenta- 
tive 1970-71 appropriation of 
$2,193,691. The budget was pre- 
pared and ‘submitted to the 
board by Venice Schoo! Superin- 
tendent John Pier. 

The total appropriation is an 
increase of $611,263 over the 
1969-70 budget of $1,582,428 and 
is an all-time record high for 
the Venice school district. 

Pier proposed total expendi- 
tures of $1,783,773 in the educa- 
tional fund, a jump of $543,141 
over last year’s total, and pro- 
jected total costs of the building 
fund at $279,017, up $59,712 over 
the 1969-70 building fund budget 
of $219,305. 


Sept. 8 Hearing Set 

The board approved the tenta- 
tive budget for immediate pub- 
lic posting and set Sept. 8 as 
the date of a public hearing on 
the bill’s projected cost figures. 
The hearing will be held at 7 
p.m. followed by a special 
meeting of the school board to 
finally adopt the measure. 

In other funds the budget 
shows the transportation fund 
also will be short by $3624 in 
revenue necessary to meet total 
projected transportation — ex- 
penses of $62,452. Both the bond 
fund and Municipal Retirement 
account ‘are expected to have 
sufficient income to meet budg- 
eted costs, with small balances 
in both at the end of the fiscal 
year next June 30, 

For all funds, the budget 
projects total anticipated reve- 
nue during the current school 
year amounting to $1,579,995 

gainst overall budgeted costs 
of $2,193,691, thus leaving’ a 
$613,696 gap between income 
and projected costs. 

Bulk of the budget deficit is 
in the educational fund where 
$1,783,773 in expenditures are 
projected against anticipated 
revenue of $1,272,283. On the 
basis of these figures the dis- 
trict will be $511,490 short of 
meeting all projected education- 
al fund expenditures and will 
have to borrow from the work- 
ing cash fund and through sale 
of anticipation warrants to 
meet all costs. 

Building Fund Shortage 

Pier said a total revenue of 
$168,195 is expected in the 
Building fund, in which 1970-71 
costs are budgeted at $279,017. 
This is an additional revenue 
shortage of $110,822 which will 
have to be met through borrow- 
ing if all budgeted expenditures 
materialize. 

Income of the Transportation 
fund is estimated at $58,828 
against expenditures of $62,452 
for the $3624 shortage, but in 
the Bond and Interest fund prin- 
cipal and interest costs this 
year are budgeted at $48,390, or 
$1622 less than income, Costs 
of the Municipal Retirement 
fund this year are set at $19,755 
compared to anticipated income 
of $23,105, leaving a balance of 
$3350. 

Last year the Venice school 
district adopted a budget of 
$1,582,428 based on projected in- 
come of $1,372,032, which left an 
anticipated budget deficit of 
$210,396. 

Because of its mounting finan- 
cial problems last year and the 
prospects of teacher salary in- 
creases this year—an issue now 
in negotiation—the school dis- 
trict held a special referendum 
last October on a ‘proposal to 
increase the ‘educational fund 
tax rate by 40 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. The referen- 
dum was approved and the ad- 
ditional tax, in its entirety, was 
extended for collection. 

Includes New Tax 

Pier told the Press-Record 
that revenue figures projected 
in the new budget include addi- 
tional tax funds made available 
through the increased tax rate 
which was applied to tax bills 
collected this summer. The

Bright Future 
Seen for Civic 
Memorial Field 


State Senator Merrill Ottwein 
in a presentation to the Alton 
Aircraft Owners Association at 
Civic Memorial Airport last 
week said the East Alton facil- 
ity is destined to play a vital 
role in the future of aviation in 
this region 

It already is the major private 
facility in the entire metropoli- 
tan area, contributing greatly to 
economic development as well 
as pleasure flying in the com- 
munities served. 

Ottwein said, however, that 
when the second major commer- 
cial airport comes into reality, 
the role of Civic Memorial will 
be advanced even more, in sev- 
eral ways; 

“First, it will become one of 
the few major general aviation 
fields allowed in the metropoli- 
tan area. 

“Secondly, it could easily be- 
come a passenger feeder to the 
major airports, especially with 
vertical takeoff-landing aircraft 
on the horizon. With this equip- 
ment, there is no conflict with 
traditional patterns used by 
commercial ahd general avia- 
tion plans, and,, therefore, they 
can shuttle passengers between 
major carriers. at will. 

“With these increased func- 
tions and increased traffic gen- 
erally, it is reasonable to ex- 
pect,” the senator said, “that 
the FAA will provide ‘for an 
overall authority that necessar- 
ily would. coordinate and regu- 
late activity at all general avia- 
tion ports in the metropolitan 
area. 

“Each facility would still have 
its own tower and local author- 
ity, but there would be overall 
plans for coordination of use 
and activity.” 

Ottwein concluded that the 
State Department of Aeronautics 
is one of the most officient in 
State government, “going its 
quiet way and doing its job.” It 
is directed by J. E. Wenzel of 
Gillespie, a “holdover” director; 
Governor Ogilvie obviously had 
so much confidence as to desire 
his continued tenure.”” 

The department annually dis- 
tributes one million dollars in 
federal funds up to a half-mil- 
lion in state funds,.on a match- 
ing basis for ‘capital improve- 
ments at local facilities in Illi- 
nois.

Emphasize U. S. Heritage, 
Progress in Schools -- Page 


Ray Page, Illinois superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 
Said Friday that “the need to 
make our children aware of 
their heritage and the great 
strides we as a people have 
taken is probably more impor- 
tant today than ever before in 
history.” 

The chief state school officer, 
speaking at the 22nd national 
conference of the Bookmen’s 
Association, held in Chicago, 
said the importance and “‘the 
need to develop the attitude of 
the personal responsibility that 
goes along with our freedom is 
vital—if we are to continue as 
a nation based on the principles 
of our Constitution. 

“Young people of today need 
the guidance you can give them 
through honest, realistic pres- 
entation of materials showing 
how we have had to defend our 
concept of personal freedom 
from those who would destroy 
it through violence, and the at- 
tempt to subjugate the good of 
all for the demands of a few. 

“At the same time, it is your 
responsibility to present the fact 
that the individual is vital in 
our concept of society. 

Individuality, Dependence 

“There are those who insist 
that this is a contradiction. The 
importance of the individual 
and his dependence on others 
should be woven into every as- 
pect of education—be it science, 
pyschology, geography, reading 
or other aspects of the cur- 
riculum. 

“We hear a great deal about 
innovation these days and 
sometimes wonder if people 
really understand what it 
means: Many consider 
the word ‘change’ as a substi- 
tute for ‘innovation.’ There are 
those who insist that the only 
way to innovate is to change 
everything. 

“Remember, during the last 
181 years since we became a 
nation, we have developed the 
highest standard of living, the 
Breatest technological develop- 
ment, and the most free and 
workable system of government 
the world has known. 

“T would be among the first 
to say that all of this is not per- 
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fect, but no one has yet devel- 
oped a better system and I’m 
sure education has played a 
vital role in the whole process.” 
If we have done so well, ap- 
parently not everything in edu- 
cation—techniques, systems and 
materials—has been bad. Most 
of us have been doing some. 
thing right. 

Study What Has Worked 

“These are some of the rea- 
sons why I believe change for 
the sake of change is a poor 
idea. Innovation is the search 
for new methods of solving cur- 
ent problems based on what has 
worked before, seeking work- 
able answers to new problems, 
and altering administrative and 
teaching arrangements in order 
to facilitate learning.” 

Page offered the bookmen the 
full support of his office in pro- 
ducing effective _ educational 
materials. He said it is the 
two-way responsibility of book- 
men and teachers to keep fully 
informed on the needs of chil- 
dren. 

He concluded, “You have the 
responsibility of being aware 
of the instructional resources 
needed by teachers in order to 
teach well. We have the re- 
sponsibility of keeping you in- 
formed of our needs, The 
partnership has been fruitful. It 
is my hope that it continues to 
develop so that every child has 
the opportunity for a quality 
education."

Laclede Steel Co. 
Loss $2.9 Million, 
In 1st Six Months» 


Laclede Steel Co, lost $597,653 
or $2.90 per share in the second 
quarter of this year, President 
Paul B. Akin announced. In the 
same period last year, Laclede 
earned $14,416 or $.07 per share. 
The lass for the first half was 
$2,294,254 compared with a loss 
Of $229,192 for the first half of 
1969, Akin informed stockholders 
by letter. 


The truck strike caused La- 
clede to lay off over 2000 em- 
ployees in April and made the 
April results “the major part 
of our second quarter loss’? 
Akin stated. He said that “May 
showed a small profit and June, 
with somewhat lower shipments, 
produced a small loss.” 

Akin aiso pointed out that “the 
60% increase in scrap prices’ 
in 1970 over 1969 cost Laclede 
“an additional three million’ dol- 
lars more in the first half of 
1970 than in 1969.” Laclede re- 
lies entirely on ferrous scrap as 
a raw material, and the recent 
world scrap shortage has driven 
scrap prices to high levels. 

Akin stated that the $3,000,000 
commitment that Laclede has 
with local banks thas not yet 
been used, but that some of this 
Short-term debt may be needed 
within the next two months. 

The report of the stockholders 
showed that the second quarter 
loss of $597,653 occurred after 
a deduction of $1,135,035 had 
been made for second quarter 
depreciation expense.

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Percy Urges Cut 
In Rotation of 
Military Tours 


Sen. ‘Charles H. Percy (R.- 
Ill.) has called for a 25 percent 
reduction in rotation of military 
personnel’ (Permanent Change 
of Siete moves) to save Amer- 
ican taxpayers , approximatel, 
$140 million in fiscal 1071, 

Percy, who has called for 
budget cuts amounting to over 
$1.6 billion to date, has said he 
will attempt to identify items 
whose reduction or elimination 
could total as much as $4 billion, 

Speaking on the floor of the 
Senate, Percy called the fre- 
quent rotation of military per- 
sonnel “overdone, wasteful and 
inefficient” and said that length- 
ening the duration of certain 
tours would be an obvious 
course of action in lowering the 
$1.3 billion earmarked for mov- 
ing military personnel from as- 
signment to assignment. 
> Senator Percy indicated that 
the reduction of these rotations 
by 25 per cent would have two 
immediate beneficial effects. 

“First, by a lengthening of 
tours, there would be less fre- 
quent moving from base to base. 
Consequently, the military fami- 
lies would have the opportunity 
to enjoy a greater degree of 
stability. I have talked to mili- 
tary men with families and they 
have been enthusiastic about 
the potential beneficial effects 
of this Proposy). 

“The second advantage would 
be one of economy. By reducing 
the number of PCS moves by 
just 25 percent, a savings of 
approximately $140 million a 
year could be realized. If or- 
ganizations in the private sec- 
tor rotated personnel’ as fre 
quently as the military services 
do, they would go bankrupt. 
The practice is overdone, is 
wasteful and inefficient as now 
carried out. 

“The budget for ‘permanent 
change of Station moves, or 

in fiscal 1970 was $1.3 
billion. Of this, approximately 
$460 million will go for rotation 
of servicemen after 12 months 
of duty in Southeast Asia. This 
expenditure is certainly neces: 
sary and I fully support it.” 

“Another $300 million of the 
total is to go toward the nor- 
mal cost of training and sepa- 
ration, I presume this is also 
necessary. 

“We are, therefore, left with 
approximately $559 million. I 
have studied this proposed ex. 
penditure, and it is my opinion 
that the Secretary of Defense 
should immediately undertake 
an investigation to determine 
how best to reduce from this 
remainder, at least 25 percent 
of the cost of Permanent 
Change of Station moves.

Loans Still Available 
To Post-War Il Vets 


Although July 25 marked the 
end of home loan benefits for 
World War II veterans, the 
deadline did not affect current 
home loan benefits for other 
veterans, according to Adminis- 
trator of Veterans Affairs Don- 
ald E. Johnson who pointed out 
that Korean and Vietnam era 
veterans are still eligible, 

Johnson said that two million 
World War II veterans, who 
were still eligible, failed to util- 
ize this home loan benefit. He 
noted, however, that nearly 
eight million G.I. and direct 
loans, valued at about $80 bil- 
lion, were made under the pro- 
gram shortly after World War 
Il. 

More than five and one-half 
million of these loans went to 
World War II veterans, and the 
remainder to Korean and post- 
Korean veterans, 

Several million other veterans 
of World War II failed to use 
their loan guarantees prior to 
the deadline, but their entitle- 
ment had expired prior to the 
cut-off date.

SIU-SW Team Studies Car Exhaust Effects 


“Environmental biologists 
working today for a_ better 
world tomorrow” is the slogan 
of at least eight science majors 
at Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern campu: 

It all began last February as 
a three-week project for a mi- 
crobjology-class. The eight stu- 
dents hope it will soon become 
a funded research project and 
that results~wvill be published. 
They are studying the effect of 
pollution from automobijes on 
land bordering major highways 

Headed by Cathy Earhart of 
Collinsville, the student team 
is trying to find out the nature 
of in the environment and 
its effect on the food v of 
plants. Possible deficiencies in 
food from these plants may 
have an effect on human life, 
Miss Earhart pointed out 

Using plastic bags to 
their specimens, shovels and 
brooms, the group sets out for 
a highway that has a daily traf. 
fic volume of 20,000 cars. 

“We call the Highway De- 
partment in advance and ob- 
tain the history of the road,” 
Miss Earhart explained, “when 
it was built, if they use insecti- 
cides—anything that might af 
fect the environment.” 

Take Roadside Samples 

First, samples taken at 
the road’s edge, then the me- 
dian and then at intervals 
ranging from one and one-half 
feet to 750 feet from the road. 
The surface of the road is swept 
for soil samples and analyzed 
for lead content. The student 
researchers are using lab space 
loaned by the chemistry aud 
biology faculties

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Propose Fund To Meet 
Charity, Civic Demands 


Joseph S. Germano, 

director of the United Steel 
workers Union, and Robert 
Cronson, secretary, of the Chi- 
ago Corporation, co-chairmen 
of the Friends of Paul Powell 
Committee, announced today 
that their committee would 
stage a fund-raising program 
in honor of “Five Years Of 
Progress” made by the Secre- 
tary of State's office under 
Paul Powell. 

The co-chairmen pointed out 
that the many demands made

Cronson, former assistant 
secretary of state under the 
late Charles Carpentier, said a 
program would be presented to 
the public on Oct. 1, 1970, at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel in 
Springfield, depicting the prog- 
ress made by the Secretary of 
State’s office during the past 
five years of Paul Powell's ad- 
ministration. Those who wish 
to participate in the program 
may make contributions on the 
basis of $25 for each ticket. 
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Earhart says, “we can have 
permanent equipment.” 

“We were amazed by the 
gradient in organisms obtained 
in relationship to the distance 
from the highway from which 
a sample was taken,” she noted 
“Samples from 0 to 30 feet from 
the highway contained: few al 
gae and no protozoa, while 
those from 70 feet or more con- 
tained both. We set out to dis- 
cover what was affecting the 
lives of these micro-organisms. 

“Our prime suspect was lead. 
Other variables to consider were 
carbon monoxide, heavy hydro- 
carbons and rubber from tires, 
just a few pollutants expelled 
from automobiles. Our data 
agreed with other studies. 

“Normal lead count should be 
approximately one part for 
every one-millionth part of 
soil,” Miss Earhart reports. 

The study has revealed as 
many as 8900 parts of lead to 
every one-millionth part soil.”

In addition to‘the special 40- 
cent increase allowed by the 
referendum, the Venice school 
district rate applied for the 1969 
tax year on bills collected this 
summer also increased through 
normal rises in other funds. 

The total 1969 tax rate for the 
district extended by the county 
clerk’s office was $2.839 per 
$100 assessed valuation, an_in- 
crease of 54.2 cents over the 
1968 tax rate of $2.297. 

The higher 1969 rate was 
based on a total tax levy of 
$1,004,207, while the $2.297 rate 
of the previous year was based 
on a tax levy of $807,747. 

The increase in this year’s 
educational fund budget lies in 
the appropriations for teachers 
and staff salaries, the cost of. 
operating adult education 
classes at the Lincoln Vocation- 
al school and a new item of 
$240,000 for anticipation war- 
rants that was not listed in last 
year’s budget. 

Generally, administrative 
costs are but slightly higher 
than those budgeted during the 
1969-70 year. Administration 
costs are projected this year at 
$74,066 compared with $72,039 
last year. Salaries account for 
$58,016 of this year’s adminis- 
trative budget, with the balance 
consisting of $4500 in contract- 
ual services, $4200 for supplies, 
$4350 for travel expense and 
$300s contingency. 

Salaries on Rise 

Salaries in the instruction ac- 
count, however, total $749,829 in 
this year’s budget, compared to 
$644,742 in the 1969-70 appropri- 
ation, This increase of $105 
consists primarily of salaries in 
appropriations for elementary 
and secondary teachers. The 
new budget projects $388,816 in 
salaries for elementary teach 
ers, compared with $334,225 last 
year, and $268,740 in salaries 
for secondary teachers, com- 
pared with $237,040 budgeted 
last year. 

For teachers aides, the 
budget estimates salaries of 
$15,658, up from $10,806 last 
year; salaries for divided-time 
teachers at $14,750, up from 
$6000; salaries for other instruc: 
tional staff at $3000, up from 
$2500, salaries for secretaries 
and clerks at $10,474, up from 
$8063, and other salaries for in 
struction at $17,280, down 
slightly from $17,650.

Installation of a multi-million 
dollar demonstration system for 
removal of sulphur-dioxide and 
particulates from the flue 
at the, Wood River electric gen- 
erating plant of Ilinois Power 
Co. has been authorized by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
at Springfield. 

The unit will cost approxi- 
mately $6.8 millions and will be 
constructed on a shared cost 
basis with the National Air Pol- 
lution Control Administration 
putting up $3.5 millions and Illi- 
nois Power paying $3.3 millions 

Known as the “Cat-Ox"’ sys- 
tem, for Catalytic Oxidation 
Method, the procedure was :de- 
veloped by Monsanto Enviro- 
Chems Systems, Inc., a sub: 
sidiary of. Monsanto Chemical 
Co. 

Illinois Power Co. said the 
system is designed to permit 
the burning of low-cost, high- 
sulphur coal, but the flue 


emission will contain the equiv- 

alent of sutphur-dioxide content 

formed when low sulphur coal 

is burned without treatment. 
Can Be Marketed 

The method also recovers the 
sulphur dioxide as marketable 
sulphur-sulphuric acid, the com- 
pany said, The system will re- 
move about 85% of the sulphur 
dioxide in the flue gases. 

According to David Arm- 
strong, an ICC commissioner, 
Ilinois- Power Co. advised the 
commission that installation of 
the system will provide infor- 
mation and data concerning its 
operations which will be pub- 
lished by the government and 
made available to the electric 
utility industry. 

If found to be successful, the 
system would become an in- 
dustry prototype for abatement 
of air pollution resulting from 
fossil fuel generating units, the 


company told the commission

About half of her crew is 
made up of boatswain’s mates 
and deck seamen who keep the 
one-year-old vessel shipshape, 
pilot her assault boats and han- 
dle cargo. Every one is thank- 
ful for the modern equipment 
aboard the Durham that helps 
them load and unload cargo. 

Older Methods Burdensome 

On older LKA’s it takes 20 
to 25 men approximately 45 
minutes to remove the lid from 
one cargo hold. Each lid is in 
15 to 25 sections weighing ap- 
proximately 200 pounds each. 
Every section must be moved 
by hand. 

Durham’s deck seamen are 
spared all this hot work. One 
man can open any of the ship's 
four huge cargo-holds simply 
by pressing a button, The but- 
ton electrically activates a hy- 
draulic motor which uncovers 
the hold in less than 10 minutes. 

The .booms, rigging and 
winches aboard the Durham 
also save the deck force a lot 
of hard work. 

The ship has 12 cargo booms 
with lifting capacities of 15 to 
70 tons each. The two 70-ton 
booms are more than twice as 
large as those found on any 
other type of Navy cargo ship. 

Below the main deck, her 
cargo holds are capable of car- 
rying more than 120,000 cubic 
feet of equipment and can be 
reached by six electrically- 
operated cargo elevators, Fully 
loaded she displaces 20,700 tons. 

Volleyball Tourney 

At sea, the cargo holds are 
put to good use even when they 
are empty. En route to the 
Philippines in May, the second 


level of Hold One was the site 
of intramural volleyball compe- 
tition. Twelve teams of sailors 
struggled to win the Durham 
championship. 

In Hold Two, nightly karate 
classes help fill off-duty hours. 
One of the ship's leading petty 
officers spends two hours after 
chow teaching 32 men some of 
the moves that earned him a 
black belt. 

On her deck, the Durham car- 
ries 11 assault boats. Four of 
these are LCM-8 landing craft, 
each capable of moving 75 
Marines and their equipment 
swiftly from the ship to a 
hostile shore (or a 100-man lib- 
erty party to a friendly shore) 

LCM landing craft, some- 
what smaller and slower than 
the LCM-8's, make up an addi- 
tional liberty or assault wave of 
five boats. 

The ship “also carries two 
small speedboats used by the 
boat group commander and his 
assistant during amphibious as- 
saults, One doubles as the cap- 
tain’s. gig for official visits 
ashore or to other ships. 

Helicopter Landing Pad 

The Durham is also one of the 
first Navy cargo ships equipped 
with a helicopter landing plat- 
form aft. The pad is big 
enough to accommodate the 
CH-53 Sea Stallion, largest in 
Naval service. 

On days when no flights are 
scheduled, the helo deck often 
becomes a picnic ground for 
open-air barbecues or an iron 
sun deck for sailors working on 
their tans. 

Durham's propulsion plant 
can be operated by only four

watch over an automated’ con- 
trol console on which lights, 
knobs and buttons reveal the 
status of the entire engineering 
plant. 

The control room is air-condi- 
tioned, a pleasant surprise for 
men accustomed to working in 
the 130-degree heat found in the 
engine rooms of older Navy 
ships. 

Meanwhile, the fourth man 
roves through the engine room 
machinery, troubleshooting any 
problems that cannot be cor- 
rected by the twist of a knob or 
the push of a button in the con- 
trol center 

The mess decks—Durham’s 
floating living room - dining 
room combination—and sleeping 
compartments are all air-condi- 
tioned 

Once or twice a week the 
crew enjoys bingo night. The 
ship's soda fountain, library and 
store are open and first-run 
movies are shown each evening. 

Role in Operation Bluejay 

The Durham proved her val- 
ue when she served as the last 
ship in operation Keystone Blue- 
jay; the Phase Three redeploy- 
ment of Marines -and their 
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equipment from Vietnam last 
November as| a part of the 
troop withdrawal program. 

At a pier in Da Nang, Dur- 
ham’s crew loaded more than 
200 Marines, their gear, 180 ve- 
hicles and 400 tons of bridging 
in a round-the-clock effort that 
continued for| 36 hours. 

The Marines and equipment 
—which ranged from Jeeps to 
52-ton tanksarrived in Long 
Beach, Calif. 18 days later. Un- 
loading took Jess than 12 Hours. 

The Durham's men work 
hard, but they enjoy their off- 
duty hours and are rewarded 
with visits |to exotic liberty 
ports. 

They have been through ‘the 
Panama Canal and seen Pan- 
ama City, Panama; Pearl Har- 
bor, Hawaii; Subic Bay, Repub- 
lic of the Philippines; Da Nang, 
Republic of Vietnam; and San 
Diego, Calif. 

The ship| is homeported in 
Long Beach, Calif. Her com- 
manding officer is Captain John 
D. Stensrud of McCanna, N. D

Our new subcommittee of! the 
Mlinois, School Problems’ Com- 
mission met in Chicago in late 
July — the first of a series of 
meetings to formulate a new 
State-aid distribution formula 
for local school districts. 

The task is formidable enough, 
without complications, as local 
assessments and tax rates 

lus some other factors — all 

brought into the formula 
that exists now. And small ad- 
justments make large dollar 
differences, 

This formula exists to “‘equal- 
ize educational opportunity” be- 
tween poorer and wealthier dis- 
tricts, hopefully without destroy- 
ing local incentive to support. 

But we ran head-on into con- 
flict with Con-Con proposals. 

The Educational Committee of 
Con-Con, by a narrow majority, 
advocated total, or near total, 
state support for the common 
«school systems of Illinois. State 
aid naw varies from 35% to 70%, 
of total-school costs, which ob- 
viously vary widely. 

It -would also prohibit local 
school districts from levying 
any — or a’ limited — tax for 
educational ‘purposes. Education 
now takes a lion’s share of lo- 
cal real estate taxes. 

There are profound implica: 
‘tions of these proposals, how- 
ever: 

1, There would be much less 
teliance on real estate taxes. 

2.There would be a greater 
reliance on the state income 
tax, and other state-level taxes, 

3. There would be a great 
reduction of taxation options 
open to education. 

4, 1 sincerely believe there 
would be a serious loss of 
logal control. The school 
board's traditinoal function 
would be largely obliterat- 
ed, a direct reversal of the 
trend to lesser government 
and more “home rule.” 
Modern research is indicating 

that consolidation has probably 
ceached its apex, and that mor 
community control and parental 
involvement is a’ Vital necessity 
to rebirth of relevance of our 
educational system. 

5, Consequently, there would 


be much greater legislative 
function as these local options 
and functions were regimented 
to “state standards.” Salary, 
teacher requirements, staffing 
standards and curricula would 
be early victims of this stand- 
ardization. 

6. I also sincerely believe that 
with greater and greater state 
funding, the local incentive for 
economy would be weakened 
greatly—if not destroyed. Even 
though state taxes are still 
taxes paid by all taxpayers, 
there is- an impersonality and 
detachment associated with 
“state aid’; it’s like using 
someone else’s money. 

The reasons cited by the Edu- 
cational Committee of Con-Con 
for these proposals are two- 
fold: 

First, they consider it bene- 
ficial to tax reform to place 
greater: reliance upon the 
“progressive” and fairer in- 
come tax and lesser reliance 
upon the “regressive” real es- 
tate tax. 

Secondly, they see it as a 
fulfillment of the constitutional 
requirement (to remain un- 
changed) that the state “shall 
provide for a common school 
education” for all its citizens. 

One cannot disagree with 
these purposes, Nevertheless, I 
feel that a good common school 
education is hard to quantify 
and certainly not enhanced by 
stultification resulting from reg- 
imentation 

And, I feel tax reform is 
possible in other ways 

The personal property tax is 
definitely on the way out and, 
indeed, one of the solid Con-Con 
tax reform proposals has to do 
with “classification” of real 
property for tax purposes. . . 
that ‘is, a system that would 
tax at different rates, consistent 
with proper use incentives and 
social goal 

Incidentally, although the in- 
come tax was a bitter pill at 
its inception, it is proving, as 
hoped, to be a foundation’ for 
reform that makes good sense 
in many ways, and Con-Con is 
unanimous in its consent to 
this tax. 


Broader Homestead Tax Exemption 


(Tri-City and Ilinois Bar Associations) 


The Illinois legislature has re- 
vised the state's new homestead 
tax exemption law to permit 
more 65 - years - old - and - older 
property owners to qualify. for 
the $1500 exemption in their real 
estate tax assessments, 

Now, the $1500 exemption in 
the assessed valuation of a 
homestead is available to any 
65-or-older person who occupies 
the property as a residence and 
who meets one of the following 
qualifications 

(1) He ‘is the sole owner of the 
property or the owner of an un- 
divided one-half interest in the 
property. 

(2) He is a joint owner as joint 
tenant or tenant in common. 

(3) The homestead is held in a 
land trust for his primary bene- 
fit. 

Under the law as originally 
enacted last year, the exemption 
was available to the person age 
65 or older who owned and oc- 
cupied his residence solely or 
as a joint owner with a spouse. 

No provision was made for the 
person who might own His home- 
stead jointly with a brother, sis- 
ter or other individual. Thus, 
two sisters who jointly owned 
and lived in their residence 
didn’t qualify for the exemp- 
tion even if both were 65 years 
old or older. 

To obtain benefit of the home- 
stead exemption, the relation- 


ship'of joint owners is no longer 
of any consequence, provided 
one is at least 65 years old and 
uses the property as his, resi- 
dence. -That person should apply 
for the exemption, 

The ‘homestead exemption, in 
both its original and newly 
broadened form, is applicable to 
condominium properties and co- 
operative apartments (provided 
there is a land interest) as well 
as to individual dwelling units 
and to property purchased un- 
der a contract for deed, even 
though the seller may still hold 
title to the property. 

However, the homestead ex- 
emption does not apply with re- 
spect to a lease-hold interest. 

The homestead exemption, 
following its adoption last Octo- 
ber, became available with 1970- 
tax-year real estate taxes due 
and payable in 1971 

Eligible persons should check 
with their assessor’s office to 
determine the deadline for. filing 
for the exemption. 

Applications should be made 
on a form provided by the as 
sessor and can be expected to 
require: (1) the identifying num- 
ber of the property, (2) evidence 
of ownership and (3) a declara- 
tion by the applicant that he or 
she meets the age requirement, 
occupies the property as a resi- 
dence, and has not applied for 
a horhestead exemption on any 
other property in Illinois, 


Way to Stop Withholding of Taxes 


(internal Revenue Service) 


.. Q I’m hoping to get a 
part-time job after school 
this fall. Is it true there’s 
a form I can fill out to stop 
taxes from being taken out 
of my pay? 

A) Yes, you may avoid hav- 
ing federal. income tax with- 
held from your pay if certain

To avoid federal income tax 
withholding you must have had 
no tax liability last year and 
expect none this year. 

‘Under the new tax law, you 
can earn up to $1725 before you 
will owe any tax. 


If you meet these conditions, 
ask your employer for a Form 
W-4E. It will authorize him to 
stop federal income tax with- 
holding on your wages. 

Q) Are you allowed any 
credit or deduction for ‘for- 
eign income taxes paid 
while working overseas? 

A) Yes, you may either list 
the foreign income taxes’ paid 
with your other tax deductions 
or take a credit for such taxes 
paid.

pedite the southward’ extension of Federal Aid 
Route 151 (the Great River Road), as highway 
officials were urged to do Aug. 4 by a delega- 
tion from the Quad-Cities. 

The -four-lane ided roadway, which 
widens to six lanes at some points, is an out- 
standing contribution to motoring safety and 
convenience but obviously cannot render full 
service with an abrupt dead-end at Niedringhaus 
avenue. Niedringhaus and other connecting 
streets lack a grade separation at the railroad 
crossings. And they can only funnel traffic 
through already busy sections of Granite City. 

Extension of Route 151 toward Venice 
needs a “green light” immediately. Planning 
already has been delayed for two years by the 
federal freeze on Madison-St. Clair counties 
road projects—now apparently being thawed. 
And actual construction work would require 
another two years. 

The $6 million to $8 million project of 
building the River Road south to the Broadway- 
Main street intersection in Venice would achieve 
several worthy objectives. Including a railroad 
overpass at Chicago avenue, the highway would 
speed the journey of those secking to traverse 
the entire north-south length of this community, 
and would provide direct access to the Mc- 
Kinley Bridge, connecting with St. Louis. It also 
would set the stage for a future highway link 
to the East St. Louis bridge and riverfront 
area and to points beyond. 

While they are at it, state highway author- 
ities also should study connecting State street 
in Madison with Route 151 by way of 12th 
street. This would provide a badly-needed 
additional means of egress from North Venice, 
which is virtually surrounded by industries and 
railroad tracks. 

This’ proposal’ and» the continuation of 
Route 151 to the south would enhance truck 
access to the Tri-City Regional Port District and 
Bi-State Development Agency harbor area, 
freeing streets of many of these vehicles and 
fostering shipping, storage and industrial ac- 
tivity at the harbor. 

In view of the long delay and the clear 
need for extension of the Great River Road to 
Venice, local citizens and the state ought to give 
the project high ‘priority. Z

Unique to any state govern- 
ment. in the nation Illinois’ 
cumulative voting system for 
electing members of the State 
House of Representatives. 

The complex system was writ- 
ten into the 1870 Constitution as 
a virtually direct result of the 
inflamed ‘passions of the Civil 
War. The Illinois Constitutional 
Convention must now decide if 
it has outlived its usefulness. 

The. cumulative voting system 
gives each voter three votes to- 
ward the election of representa- 
tives from Illinois three-member 
districts. The voter, however, 
can heap up or cumulate his 
votes and give all three to just 
one candidate, or 114 to each of 
two candidates. 

History explains this unusual 
provision. 

The 1870 Constitutional 
Convention met with bitter 
memories of the Civil War. 
The state was sharply divid- 
ed politically. 

Southern Illinois, ¢ om- 
posed largely of folks of 
Southern stock, was heavily 
Democratic. Northern Illi- 
nois, largely made up of 
New Englanders, was heav- 
ily Republican, 


One result of this section- 
alism was that many voters 
of both parties were “unrep- 
resented.” 

For instance, in the 1868 pres- 
idential election, voters cast 
120,061 Democratic ballots in the 
heavily Republican areas north 
of Springfield. 

However, only five Demo- 
cratic state, representatives 
were elected from north of 
Springfield, and they got a total 
of only 13,146 Democratic votes. 

This meant that 106,915 north- 
ern Democrats—95% of them— 
were spread out in Republican 
districts and ‘‘unrepresented”’ in 
the House. 

The situation was similar in 
southern Illinois, where 78,737 
Republican votes were cast. The 
eight Republican there were 
from districts in which the total 
Republican vote was 22,169. 
That left 56,568 or 72% of the 
southern Republican vote unrep- 
resented. 

Another result was that 
the compartive party 
strength in the Illinois House 
did not reflect the actual 
party strength throughout 
the state, 

Of 350,103 votes cast for 
state representative in 1866, 
203,045 were Republican, and 
147,058 were Democrat. On 
this basis, House member- 
ship should have been. 49-36 
in Republican favor. In- 
stead it was 60-25. 

To reduce these results of 
sectionalism, the Committee of 
Electoral and Representative 
Reform headed by Joseph Me- 
dill, editor of the Chicago Trib- 
une, introduced the idea of cum- 
ulative voting to the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1869, 

Medill praised it and claimed 
it would “secure representation 
of our long-enduring Republican 
friends in Democratic Egypt, 
and the swallowed up and bur- 
ied under Democrats of northern 
Illinois.” 

The system as Medill envi- 
saged it would allow a voter for 
the party in the minority to 
plunk down all his three votes 
for a single candidate and thus 
hope to salvage ‘at least one 
member from the three-mem- 
ber districts. 

The immediate effects of cum- 
ulative voting were felt in the 
election of 1872. Medill seemed 
to have been right. 

On the basis of the vote for 
governor, the Republicans re- 
ceived 237,774 votes and the 
Democrats 197,084. Proportion- 
ally, the Republicans should 
have had an 84-69 majority in 
the House. Their actual major- 
ity was 86-67. 

In contrast, in the preceding 
vote for governor, the Republi- 
can House majority should have 
been 57-27 but actually was only 
48-37. 

Moreover, the northern Demo- 
cratic representation increased 
from five (5.9%) in 1867 to 36 
(23.5%) in 1873. Similarly, the 
Southern Republicans increased 
their representation from eight 
(9.4%) to 23 (15%). 

In recent times, cumulative 
voting has continued to result in 
a very close approach to true 
proportional representation of 
party strengths in the Illinois 
House. 

For example, in the 1946 elec- 
tion for state representative, the 
Republicans received 5,719,200 


votes, the Democrats 4,382,078 
votes and the Independents 14,- 
009 votes. 

On a proportional basis, the 
Republicans should have re- 
ceived 56.6% or 87 of the 153 
seats, (they got 88), the Demo- 
crats 43.3% or 66 seats (they got 
65), and the Independents 0.19%, 
or no seats (they got none) 

According to a doctoral thesis 
by George S. Blair, Illinois 
maintained a much more accu- 
rate reflection of party strength 
than in Midwestern states he 
studied not using cumulative 
voting. 

The table below shows results 
for the election studied by Blair. 
Republican, Democratic and In. 
de-endent legislative seats are 
given in that order, (Table at 
end of column.) 

Moreover, Blair’s study shows 
that Illinois’ proportional repte- 
sentation and the other states’ 
uneven representation is typi- 
fied by the 1948 session. 

Another effect of cumula- 
tive voting is its tendency to 
re-elect representatives for 
relatively long tenures in of- 
fice. This has an undeniable 
appeal to professional poli- 
ticlans. 

On the point of accumulated 
legislative experience, the Illi- 
nois House stands high among 
the lower houses of the United 
States, 

The effect of cumulative vot- 
ing in returning members with 
experience became evident soon 
after its adoption, 

In the ten sessions before its 
adoption, only 11.2% of the 
members had served in the im- 
mediate preceding session. In 
the ten sions after the adop- 
tion, 17.5% of the members had 
immediate experience. 

In a study of the tenure of 
legislative personnel, Charles 
Hyneman concluded that cumu- 
lative voting is the most satis- 
factory explanation of Illinois 
representatives” long tenure. 

An outspoken opponent of 
cumulative voting, Samuel 
Gove, head of the University of 
Illinois Institute of Government 
and Public Affairs, puts his 
argument this way: 

“It tends to create intra-party 
conflicts that don’t benefit the 
people of the state,” 

Intra-party conflict occurs 
when candidates of the mi- 
nority party are tempted to 
cut one another up, each 
seeking three-vote ‘ballots 
known in political slang as 
“bullets,” 

Thus, a minority party— 
instead of focusing on some- 
day winning a majority — 
might be doomed by inter- 
nal strife to be in a perpet- 
ual minority, accepting the 
“crumb” of one seat in 
a three-seat district. 

Such’ intra-party strife con- 
tributes to the weakness of the 
Republican party in Chicago, ac- 
cording to some critics, 

“Mayor Daley, the Demo- 
cratic boss,"’ one observer says, 
“elects the Republican repre- 
sentatives in Chicago. 

“First, the Republicans cut 
each other up over that third 
seat. If a strong candidate 
emerges, Daley can always 
spare a few Democratic votes to 
toss in bullet ballots for the 
weaker Republican to make sure 
he’s elected. 

Another critic pointed out that 
cumulative voting may strike a 
hypotheticet balance but that 
balance is deceptive. Said one: 

“Let it be remembered that 
within recent years the Repub- 
licans nominally held the major- 
ity in the House, but the Demo- 
crats elected the Speaker. That 
was because some of those 
‘Daley Republicans,’ guys who 
owed their election to Demo- 
cratic bullet votes, voted for the 
Democratic candidate (Paul 
Powell).”” 

Similarly, some downstate 
Democrats’ are believed to be 
elected only at the sufferance 
of the+local Republican organi- 
zations and often vote more like 
Republicans than Democrats. 

Cumulative voting also tends 
to place an exaggerated impor- 
tance on politicking at a_pri- 
mary election time, thus deny- 
ing the independent a wide 
choice during the general elec- 
tion. 

The case is in the hands of 
the Constitutional ‘Convention. 
Some insiders predict that the 
political parties’ desire to see 
cumulative voting continued pro- 
vides sufficient influence to give 
it a place in the proposed new 
Constitution, but delegates thus 
far have indicated otherwise.

Charles Wetzel, Ex-6C 
Performer, Dies at 80 


Funeral, services were held 
Friday in Toledo, Ohio, ~ for 
Charles (Baldy) Wetzel, 80, an 
old-time showman and former 
Granite: City resident who will 
be remembered by many as the 
piano player and comedian who 
performed at the old Brickey’s 
Tavern on Nameoki road, 

Mr. Wetzel and a long-time 
friend, Clarence Weaver of 2440 
Logan avenue, were both born 
in Williamsport, Pa., and came 
to this area to live. 

According to Mr. Weaver, 
Wetzel made his professional 
debut at the age of 10. He was 
employed at a furniture factory 
for 50 cents a day and one noon 
wandered into a pool room in 
Pennsylvania and began to play 
the piano. The manager, Jimmy 
Sebring, a right fielder for the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, asked the 
youngster to play two favorite 
sons, “Annie Laurie” and “The 
Rosa and was so pleased 
with his performance he hired 
him to play every day 

Wetzel's musical talent and 
his ability to entertain people 
took him to burlesque, medicine 
shows and road companies. He 
served as musical director for 
such shows as the Ziegfield Fol- 
lies and George White’s Scan- 
dals 

Weaver recalled, “‘He played 
with tent shows, stock compa- 
nies and in vaudeville. He also 
claimed the distinction of lead- 
ing the first dance band that 
featured a vocalist.” 

During the 1930's when mara- 
thon achievements: of all types 
were popular, Wetzel held the 
record for ‘continuous piano 
playing for 48!4 hours, without 
a break. 

His local fame, however, was 
based on the special brand of 
entertainment he provided in 
night spots at parties and meet- 
ings, where he would include 
his audience as participants in 
his_performance. 

Mr. Wetzel resided with his 
wife at 2044 Greenwhich lane,

“If six or more eligible can- 
didates are nominated by pe- 
tition in an ASC community, no 
other names will go on the bal- 
lot. In the past, the incumbent 
community committee also had 
the privilege of making nom- 
inations. Now, a community 
committee may nominate only 
if fewer than six eligible candi- 
dates are nominated by peti- 
tion — and the committee may 
nominate only the number of 
candidates needed’ to make up 
a full slate of six nominees,” 
Rogers said. 

No special forms are requir- 
ed for a petition—only a sheet 
of paper naming the candidate 
and the ASC community. Signa- 
tures of at least six eligible 
voters in the community are 
required (on each petition. Only 
one candidate may be named 
on a petition but voters may 
sign as many petitions as they 
want. 

In general, to be eligible to 
become a candidate or to vote, 
@ person must Have a farm in- 
terest in the community and 
must be: eligible to participate 
in one or more programs ad- 
ministered by the county ASCS 
office. Full details on eligibility 
requirement for candidates and 
voters are available at the 
county ASCS office, along with 
a list of known eligible voters 
in the county.

Levee Board Delays 
Suit on Tunnel Cost 


Trustees of the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary district 
have delayed plans to file suit 
against the East St, Louis & 
Interurban Water Co. . pending 
a scheduled meeting Aug. 19 to 
discuss with water company. of- 
ficials a request that they share 
in the cost of repairing two 
large concrete tunnels under 
the riverfront levee, 

Decision to file court proceed- 
ings was reached several weeks 
ago, but action was held up on 
recommendation of Levee 
Board Attorney John Sprague 
who suggested the levee district 
trustees first discuss the matter 
with water company officials, If 
the company rejects the respon- 
sibility, the levee district would 
have proper basis for a suit, he 
said, 

The suit would seek about 
$160,000 which is the amount 
spent by. the district in repair- 
ing two large box tunnels under 
the riverfront levee, The work 
done by the levee district at 
the urging of the U, S, Army 
Corps of Engineers which holds 
the levee district responsible for 
maintenance of the levees. The 
engineers said the tunnels were 
in such disrepair that a high 
river stage could cause a break 
in the levee. 

The tunnels are owned by the 
water company which at first 
agreed to share in repair cost 
up to $50,000, but later declined 
any responsibility because the 
district proceeded on an emer- 
gency basis without letting 
water company engineers check 
the plans, Two tunnels still re- 
main to be repaired, 

Levee boatd members said 
they plan to invite representa- 
tives of the Army Engineering 
Corps and the Illinois State 
Sanitary Water Board to the 
meeting,

U. S. Engineers Set 
Permit Requirements 


The Army Corps of Engineers 
today announced new permit 
requirements under the Refuse 
Act (33 USC 407) concerning dis- 
charges into navigable waters. 
Permits will be required for all 
industrial discharges into nav- 
igable waters and their tribu- 
taries. New permits will be re- 
quired where existing permits 
were granted without adequate 
consideration of the quality of 
the effluent. 

The Corps’ revised require- 
ments are in compliance with 
the Environmental Policy Act 
of 1969 which requires agencies 
to’ consider environmental im- 
pact in the administration of 
public laws, and with the Water 
Quality Improvement Act of 
1970 which requires apy 
for Federal permits to file a 
certification from the appro- 
priate State that the discharge 
will not violate applicable wa- 
ter quality standards. 

Under the revised procedures, 
the effects of discharges on 
water quality will be considered 
in processing the permit. While 
permits will be required for all 
future discharges into navigable 
waters and their tributaries, the 
Corps of Engineers will initially 
concentrate on major sources 
of industrial pollution not cov- 
ered by existing permits. The 
Corps hopes that through wide- 
spread knowledge of its new 
permit requirements including 
State certification, it will, alon 
with other Federal, State, ant 
local anti - pollution activities, 
encourage industries to accel- 
erate their own ‘anti-pollution 
efforts

Mayor Seeks Check on 1970 
Census to Avert Fund Loss 


Expressing strong _reserva- 
tions over accuracy of prelim- 
inary census figures released in 
July by regional authorities, 
showing a population cut in 
Granite City of 3987 persons 
during the past decade, Mayor 
Donald Partney today appealed 
to all local residents who may 
not have been previously count- 
ed to complete the adjacent 
form and return it to his office 
by Aug. 24. 

Granite ‘Cityans urged to 
complete the form are persons 
who failed to return the census 
questionnaire, mailed to each 
household prior to last April 1, 
or those who were not counted 


in person by census takers in, 


a call-back program conducted 
in early May. 

The unofficial population total 
for Granite City in 1970 was 
36,086, according to regional 
census officials. In 1960, the of- 
ficial count was 40,973 residents, 
An official special census taken 
here about five years ago 
showed a population of 39,850. 

Says Figure Misleading 

“I feel the preliminary fig 
ures are misleading and there 
is something we can do about 
it,” Mayor Partney said today. 
He noted the community stands 
to lose “several thousand dol- 
lars” from state income tax re- 
funds if the preliminary count 
remains the same, 

‘The loss to the city is $5.75 
pe, capita, and according to 
the’ preliminary. figures we 
have lost close to 4000 people, 
which means a loss of nearly 
$23,000 from state income tax 

alone,” the mayor said, 

Additionally, motor fuel tax 
funds allocated to the city also 
will be considerably reduced 
with the lower population count, 
costing the taxpayer “quite a

By virtue of Section 8 of such 
legislation and in accordance 
with Section 18, Article IV, Illi- 
nois Constitution, the above- 
stated proposition must be sub- 
mitted to the electors of the 
State).of Illinois at the general 
election to be held November 
3, 1970. 

The text of the Act is pub- 
lished below, as required by 
the State Constitution. The fol- 
lowing Statement and Sugges- 
tions has been prepared to af- 
ford a proper understanding of 
the proposition. 

STATEMENT AND 
SUGGESTIONS 

Scope of the Program. This 
measure authorizes the finan- 
cing of bonds to the amount of 
$750,000,000._ Proceeds of the 
bond issue will be used for plan- 
ning, financing and constructing 
municipal sewage treatment 
works and solid waste disposal 
facilities. These funds will pro- 
vide the State portion for a 
program of joint State and 
Federal financing for these 
projects.

Terni, Interest and Sale of 
Bonds.. The bonds are to’ be 
fully retired within 25 years of 
the date of issue. They are to 
bear interest at a rate of not 
more than 7% per yéar.

THE ACT OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

An Act to authorize the is- 
suance and sale of bonds of the 
State of Illinois for the purpose 
of obtaining funds to be used 
within this State for the protec 
tion of the environment and to 
Provide for the payment of the 
Principal of and interest upon 
such bonds, making an appro- 
priation in connection therewith 
and repealing certain Acts 
therein named. 

Be it enacted by the People 
of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly: 

Section 1. This Act shall be 
known and may be cited as the 
‘Anti-Pollution Bond Act’. 

Section 2. The State of Illinois 
is authorized to Issue and sell 
and provide for the retirement 
of bonds of the State of Illinois 
to the amount of $750,000,000 
for the purpose of providing 
funds for use in this State for 
the protection of the environ- 
ment through the control of 
water pollution. 

Section 3. The issuance, sale 
and retirement of bonds author- 
ized by this Act shall be under 
the general’ supervision and 
control of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, hereinafter 
called the ‘Agency’, created by 
the ‘Environmental Protection 
Act’, enacted by the 76th Gen- 


0 eral Assembly. 


The bonds shall bear interest 
payable annually or semi- 
annually, from their date, at 
the rate of not more than 7% 
per annum. The bonds shall be 
serial bonds and be dated, is- 
sued and sold from time to 
time in such amounts as may 
be necessary to provide funds 
for the protection of environ- 
ment within this State as pro- 
vided by Section 4 of this Act. 
Each bond shall be in the de- 
nomination of $1,000 or some 
multiple thereof, and shall be 
made payable within 25 years 
from its. date. These bonds shall 
be signed by the Governor and 
attested by the Secretary of 
State under the seal of the 
State and countersigned by the 
State Treasurer. The signatures 
of the Governor and the Secre- 
tary of State may be litho- 
graphed facsimile signatures. 
Interest coupons with ~ litho- 
graphed facsimile signatures of 
the Governor, Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer may 
be attached to the bonds. The 
fact that an officer whose sig- 
nature or facsimile thereof ap- 
pears on a bond or interest 
coupon no longer holds such 
office at the time the bond or 
coupon is delivered shall not 
invalidate such bond or interest 
coupon. 

Pending the preparation and 
execution of any such bonds, 
temporary bonds may be is- 
sued with or without interest 
coupons. The bonds ‘shall «be 
sold to the highest and best bid- 
ders, for not less than their par 
value, upon sealed bids. The 
Agency shall, from time to time 
as the bonds are to be sold, ad- 
vertise in at least 2 daily news- 
papers, one of which is pub- 


lished in the City of Springfield 
and one in the City of Chicago, 
for proposals to purchase the 
bonds. Each of such advertise- 
ments for proposals shall be 
published at least 10 days prior 
to the date of the opening of 
the bids. The Agency may re- 
serve the right to reject any 
and all bids. The bonds may be 
made registerable as to princi- 
pal with the State Treasurer. 
The bonds shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer, and 
when sold the proceeds of the 
bonds shall be paid into the 
State Treasury and kept in a 
separate fund which shall be 
known as the Anti-Pollution 
Fund,. which separate fund is 
hereby created. 

Section 4. The proceeds from 
the sale of bonds issued pur- 
suant to this Act shall be used 
by and under the direction of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, or any successor agen- 
cy, subject to appropriation by 
the General Assembly, in such 
amounts, at such times and for 
such purpose as the Agency 
deems necessary or desirable 
for the planning, financing and 
construction of municipal sew- 
age treatment works and solid 
waste disposal facilities. 

Section 5. The State Treasurer 
may, with the approval of the 
Governor, invest and reinvest, 
at the existing market price 
and in any event not to exceed 
102% of par plus accrued inter- 
est, any money in the Anti- 
Pollution Fund in the State 
treasury which, in the opinion 
of the Governor communicated 
in writing to the State Treas- 
urer, is not needed for current 
expenditures due or about to 
become due from such fund, in 
direct and general obligations 
of the United States Govern- 
ment. The cost price of all such 
obligations shall be considered 
as cash in the custody of the 
State Treasurer, and such ob- 
ligations shall be conveyed at 
cost price as cash by the State 
Treasurer to his successor. The 
money in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund in the form of such obli- 
gations shall be set up by the 
State Treasurer as a separate 
account of such fund and shown 
distinctly in every report. is- 
sued by him regarding fund bal- 
ances. 

All earnings accruing upon 
any such investment shall be 
paid into the Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest 
Fund. All of the moneys re- 
ceived from the sale or redemp- 
tion of such investments shall 
be replaced in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund. 


Section 6. To the extent that 
funds are available in the Gen- 
eral Revenue Fund of the State, 
the General Assembly is author- 
ized to direct the transfer, from

Steel Imports Up 
In June; Exports 
Decline Sharply 


Steel imports into the United 
States rose slightly in June, 
topping one million tons for the 
second month in a row, but 
steel exports, after rising for 
four straight’ months, dropped 
sharply. 

American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute reported that, according 
to preliminary government fig- 
ures, foreign producers shipped 
1,082,000 tons of steel mill prod- 
ucts into the U.S. during the 
month, an increase of more 
than 16,000 tons over May. 
This boosted total steel imports 
for the first half of 1970 to 
5,447,000 tons. 

Meanwhile,, U.S. exports of 
steel mill products slumped to 
650,715 tons, off 265,773 tons 
from May, and the lowest ex- 
port total since last November. 
First half, 1970, exports totaled 
4,420,000 tons. 

Through the first six months 
of this year, the declared value 
of steel imports was 2.9 percent 
higher than for the comparable 
period of 1969—even though the 
six months’ tonnage was off 
17.7 percent from last year’s 
pace, During this period, steel 
imports averaged $151.56 per 
ton in declared value — more 
than $30 per ton higher than 
the average per ton value for 
the first six months of 1969. 

Although part of this increase 
is attributed to a general rise 
in world prices because of firm 
world - wide. demand, foreign 
steelmakers are also shipping 
proportionately more: higher 
value grades of steel into the 
U.S. market. 

In the first half of this year, 
for example, alloy and stainless 
products, which composed not 
quite five percent of total steel 
imports, accounted for 16 per- 
cent of their tofal value.
